Amidst the hub-bub which goes 
along with the beginning of any 
university session, Dr. William J, 
Micheels, president of Stout State 
University, once again took time 
from his active schedule to ad- 
dress an all-university convoca- 
tion, 

The convocation, held in the 
field house, was led by Student 
Senate president, Dale Grancha- 
jek, There were guest speakers 
from the city of Menomonie and 
from the Board of Regents. After 
the introduction of various staff 
members, President Micheels 
was acknowledged and, thus, be= 
gan his address, 

President Micheels concerned 
himself with three broad areas: 
(1) a report of the initial changes 
being made at Stout, both exter- 
nal and internal; (2) a discussion 
of the question of rights and re- 
sponsibility; and (3) ideas on the 
kind of learning environment for 
which we should strive, 

After highlighting the major 
building and campus changes, the 
President proceeded witha rather 
effective dissertation on one of the 
pertinent problems facing today’s

campuses ‘‘,..the right to protest 
to dissent, to oppose a law, or to 
engage in controversy.’’ His main 
concern was the question of HOW 
such demonstrations should be 
carried out, He used the First 
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Amendment of the United States 
Constitution to illustrate the in- 
itial rights of an individual, yet 
was firm in his stand that ‘good 
motives do not excuse actions that 
will injure others.’’? He wentonto 
Say that ‘‘it is possible to protest, 
to dissent, and to engage in con= 
troversy here on the campus of 
Stout State university....But it 
must be done in an orderly and 
peaceful manner....I will repeat 
again, for the record, that any 
person or group who interferes 
with the rights of others or who 
interferes with the basic one 
going purpose of this institution~ 
when that my occur...we will act 
quickly, we will actfirmly, and we 
will do whatever is necessary to 
see that the activities for which 
we are in business are carried on 
properly.’

-confrontation is desirable if its 


forces can be maintained in a 
healthy state. He explained the 
differences between an essen- 
tialist, one who believes that 
‘tradition, ceremony, history 
and experience are worthy teach= 
ers,’’ and an existentialist, one 
who believes in recognition of 
personal freedom and powers of 
reasoning as an important educa- 
tional goal. 


Education—-wise, essentialism 
is important in the sense that it 
sets the foundation for the intel- 
lect. Existentialism, when car- 
ried out reasonably, is vital for 
initiating change which, in itself, 
provides intellectual challenge, 

A projection into future educa- 
tional systems was presented, 
These systems might include the 
abandoning of a credit-hour cri- 
terion, full-length college years 
and almost complete educational 
freedom as far as learning is con= 
cerned,

Their final numbers, a ren- 


dition of a barber shop quartet - 


and the Charleston were high- 
lights of the program, 

The Tamburitzan sings adozen 
different European languages and 
performs the music and dances of 
lute-like tamburitza instruments 
as the foundation of the troupe, 
the Tamburitzans have developed 
what is today the finest Tam- 
buritza ensemble in America. The 
Tamburitza is supported by other 
traditional instruments such as 
the accordion, flute, clarinet and 
violin. The chanting of dissonant 
voices along with the hypnotic 
beat of the primitive goat-skin 
drum and the haunting sounds of 
shepherd’s flutes add to the un- 
usually interesting quality of their 
performance,

The nine Wisconsin State 
universities will develop more 
differences than similarities in 
the years ahead as they pursue 
their individual goals.

The campus enrollment has 


' grown to 245 students at the 


Barron County campus of Stout 
State university for the 1968—69 
year, At present, 164 of the stu- 
dents registered will befreshmen 
and 81 will be sophomores, A 
total of 221 freshman applicants 


had been reeelved by August 1, 
1968 as compared to 117 at the 
same time a year ago. 

Dr. John F. Meggers, dean of 
the Barron County campus, in- 
dicates that in all likelihood the 
enrollment for the 1968-69 school 
year will top the 300 student 
enrollment projected. He also in- 
dicated that certain sections had 
already been closed to enrollment.

With the advent of a new year, come the usual wel- 
comes and inspirational charges designed to stimulate 
every student to greater achievement than in the year past.

Because the average college student soon falls into 
the day by day routine of classrooms, homework, club 
meetings, and all the other activities in which he takes 
part; little time remains to consider idealistic thoughts.

Dr, Paul J, Ansfield of the 
WSU system office, Madison, led 
the discussion. 

Dr, Ansfield explained that 
computers now available enable 
university administrators to give 
consideration to preferences of 
students and professors, as well 
as to available space, in setting 
class schedules, The computer 
produces a variety of schedules 
all workable under certain con- 
ditions, The administration then 
selects the schedule they con- 
sider most satisfactory. 

‘Because many of the faculty 
have fixed commitments, instruce 
tional assignments must remain 
flexible,’? says Ansfield. He also 
states that, *“‘Academic depart- 
ments prefer to do most of their 
teaching near their offices. Many 
classes require unique instruc- 
tional aids which are difficult to 
move between classes and set up 
in different locations, All these 
factors and conditions must be 
taken into account in any sched- 
uling system if it is to function 
in a manner acceptable to the — 
faculty as well as to the students.”’ 


SIDEWALK SUPERINTENDENTS — The 
demonstration of a relatively new type 
of tree mover enabled the Barron County 
Campus to plant its first tree in the mall 
area of the campus. Various school, city, 
county, and town officials were on hand 
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to witness the demonstration. Dr. John F. 
Meggers, dean of the campus, indicated 
that they planned to plant in excess of 
200 trees on the campus within the next 
three years with individuals already donat- 
ing a number of trees.

Lee S Franks of Decatur, 

Georgia has been appointed to 
the post of director of the State’s 
Division of Educational Commun- 
ications, This appointment was 
announced by the state superin- 
tendent of schools, William C, 
Kahl, 
Franks, 44, who took the post 
July 1, will be responsible for co- 
ordinating the planning of the pro= 
posed state educational television 
network and the existing state 
radio network, The agency was 
ereated by law in February, 1968, 
as a division of the Coordinating 
Council for High Education to 
guide the statewide development 
of non-commercial radio and 
television. 

‘“‘The appointment of the first 
full-time director of educational 
communications emphasizes that 
Wisconsin education recognizes 
the need for establishing networks

Franks served as the director 
of the Georgia educational tele- 
vision network since it was esta~ 
blished in 1964, In thatperiod, the 
network has grown from two sta- 
tions to the present interconnec- 
ted network of ten stations.

Campus Parking: A Solution? 


The parking situation on campus is sad to say the 
least, and until now it has appeared that there could be 
nothing done to alleviate the condition. At the Tuesday, 
Oct. 17 Stout Student Association meeting, a possible solu- 
tion was presented. Eugene ‘Scratch’ Szmaszek presented 
a resolution that was referred to the parking committee 
for action in the immediate future. All that is needed to 
begin implementation of the resolution is the support 
of the student body. By responding and answering the 
questionaire a vote of confidence can be given to the 
president who can. in turn, present the resolution to the 
board of regents at their upcoming meeting. , 

It appears that fee parking will become a reality at 
Stout if the students want it and are willing to pay for it 
rather than just complain and hope for the magical solu- 
tion that will cause no problems as side affects and will 
be of no inconvenience or cost to the individual. Magic 
isn’t the answer. The answer to the current parking dilema 
will not come with a flash of lightning or a clap of thunder, 
nor will it be entirely painless. Serious consideration 1s 
now being given to the problem and anyone who is in- 
volved or concerned must make this interest known. 

The cost involved is nominal in light of the time and 
gas wasted driving around looking for a parking space and 
also the money spent on parking meters on city streets and 
also the money spent in paying parking fines, both for 
restricted areas and lapsed meters. 

There has not been any fee parking at Stout before, 
except for the cost of a’parking sticker which entitled the 
possessor to park in a university lot. But, with the increase 
in the number of cars on campus and the winter months 
ahead when street parking is restricted, a reserved-space 
parking area seems to be just what is needed. 

Even with the addition of new parking areas it seems 
that there will have to be some restrictions placed on who 
is eligible to have a car on campus. The logical answer 
to this ‘would be to prohibit freshmen and probationary 
students from bringing autos to school, cruel as it may 
sound, it may well be found to be necessary even with the 
addition of new parking areas. 

Certainly facilities cannot be constructed to accommo- 
date all of the automobiles immediately, but, in long range 
plans for campus improvement and beautification, some 
consideration must be given to the parking problem and 
as long as there is a solution available now, why not take 
advantage of it?

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A Time to Tear Down...

Construction and demolition, 
one way streets that formerly 
were two-way, streets closed, and 
the age old parking problem: all 
were a part of Stout State Univer- 
sity’s ‘‘welcome back’’ to the 
students, 

Stout is growing and expanding. 
The next few years will bring 
even more changes, There are 
seven construction projects under 
way at the present time. The 
library addition begun last. spring 
will be completed by July, 1969. 
The one million dollar adminis- 
tration building is expected to be 
ready for use August, 1969. Also 
expected for fall use are two 
dorm cubes being built on the 
Curran-Kranzusch-Tustison and 
Hanson-Keith-Milnes complexes. 

The new $4.2 million science 
and technology building is be- 
coming a reality and is scheduled 
for use in’September 1970. 

Demolition of the old Central 
High School is underway. Cost of 
the project is $200,000. The con- 


tract includes heating the admin- 
istration building and the audio 
visual center. Two temporary 
Butler buildings, 40 feet by 70 
feet, are under construction south 
of the fieldhouse. The buildings to 
be completed by November, will 
house American Industry. 

A temporary building is also 
under construction on the site of 
the ‘commuting students parking; 
lot. 

In lieu of several additional 
changes, a Facilities Planning 
committee has been formulated 
for the express purpose of antici- 
pating problems and making rec- 
ommendations to the administra- 
tion. The committee has the op- 
portunity to investigate any num- 
ber of problems in conjunction 
with the city of Menomonie, 

. Members of the committee rep- 
resent a cross-section of the 
university. Dr. Neal Prichard, 
professor of Industrial Teacher 
Education, is chairman of the 
committee, Dr. Wesley Sommers,

Sparger said ‘‘We have a cap- 
able team,’’ but “we must play 
good football and make few mis- 
takes.’’ He alsoimplied that while 
Whitewater has a title to lose, 
“‘we have nothing to lose.’’ Coach 


Sparger has been side-lined with 
an appendicitis operation and will 
be following his team from a 
hospital bed.

Senate Rejects Committee

The following statement was 
presented to the Oct. 1 meeting . 
of the Student Senate by Robert 
S. McCord: 

“Seeing this Senate, here pres- 
ent, refuses to act on dynamic 
and progressively responsible 
course, I place before you the 
following resolution for your al- 
ways painfully conservative 


‘Whereas, the students of Stout 
State University are very poorly 
informed as to the financial poss- 
ibilities available through the 
Financial Aids Department. 

And whereas, the students, 
faculty, and Administration Fi- 
nancial Aids Committee has been 
actionless in the facilitation of 
such information. 

Therefore, be it resolved that 
this committee be urged, with all 
speed, to make available in writ- 
ing all information on all types 
of financial aid (and their present 
statis) to the students, on or 
before Dec. 1, 1968. 

The preceeding resolution was 
presented to the student senate 
after they rejected the formation 
of an ‘‘action committee’’ to make 
available information to help stu- 
dents gain needed financial aid. 
In a recent issue of US News and 
World Report’’, it was reported 
that 25% plus of collegiate stu- 
dents receive federal aid of some 
type. What is available? Who can 
get it? What information is avail- 
able about the hundreds of schol- 
arships available ‘to needy stu- 
dents? Are they all fully utilized? 

I appeal to you, the students, for 
your support in the struggle to 
finding out the truth about finan- 
cial aids, The time has come to 
realize what goes on in the aids 
office. As a division of the Student 
Services office, the Financial 


Aids office under the direction of 
Dr. Joseph Larkin, has neglected 
the students needs. In addition to 
this, they have proven in the past 
that their system of accounting: 
leaves a great deal to be desired. 
I, as a representative of the 
students, don’t want to see another 
January cut-back in the work- 
study force. It’s money out of 
your pocket... 

In short, all I ask for is the 
truth...an administrative re- 
sponse to the students.

It was only an idea five years 


ago. 

Friday, Sept. 27 Stout State 
University’s Barron County cam~ 
pus was Officially dedicated. 

The Coordinating Committee 
for Higher Education in Wisconsin 
reported in December, 1963 that 
northern Wisconsin was not being 
served adequately with higher 
educational opportunities. The 
people of Rice Lake immediately 
began to promote the establish- 
ment of such an institution. 

The 1966-67 school year for 
the then newly formed Barron 
County campus was a joint ven- 
ture with the Barron County 
Teachers College. 

Ground was broken and con- 
struction of the campus began 
on April 18, 1967 on the 142 
acre site near the Red Cedar 
River in Rice Lake, 

The completed complex of 
buildings includes an administra-

HOSPITAL BACK TO NORMAL 

At 4:40 p.m., Monday, Sept. 30 the nurses and aides at Menomo- 
nie Memorial Hospital jumped for joy as Coach Max Sparger was 
released by this doctors. I had called Max just an hour earlier to 
ask him about an interview. In reply to the question of how long 
he was going to be in, he said ‘‘no longer than necessary.”’ 

He really meant it. 

I telephoned him Tuesday. When asked what it was like to be 
off the sidelines for three games, Sparger replied “It’s difficult 
for any coach not to be with his team.’’ He stated that ‘‘it was a 
matter of ego’’ and that he ‘‘got more involved” while viewing the 
films on the hospital wall. 

Sparger won't be traveling to Platteville with the team because 
of doctor’s orders, but he will be returning to action next week. 

In commenting on Stout’s play so far, Sparger stated ‘‘We were 
all disappointed with our play against Whitewater. No team should 
have been able to hold us to a minus total yardage.’’ However, he 
felt the Bluedevils “had pride’’ against Oshkosh and gave them 
eredit as they came back where they could have easily folded. He 
feels that there is ‘‘a lot of potential on this club. We’re a young 
team, basically sophomores. It’s just too bad we had such a tough 
schedule to begin the season. But, that’s water over the dam. We 
should be tougher later in the season.” 

Sparger stated that there will be a ‘few changes made in the 
defensive secondary.’’ He stated that Marcel Jones and Don Perkins 
will be playing this week. Donn Riech would be playing but it’s 
feared he has a torn ligament from the Whitewater game. 

Sparger cited the fine play of Reggie Holmes. Holmes did fine 
blocking as well as running. 

Commenting on the coming Platteville game, Sparger said he 
felt ‘‘we are definitely underdogs! We have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain.’’ He stated, ‘‘We’ll try to go into the game 
loose and tension free.’’ 

In closing Max complimented Sten Pierce, Bob Kamish, and 
all assistant coaches, on the tremendous job they did in doing his 
work plus their own regular duties. From coach Max Sparger to 
all those who helped while he was gone ‘‘a sincere thank you, 
fellows. I really appreciate it very much.” 

TO THE COACHES 

Sometimes in the excitement and enthusiasm of a thrilling 
game, the fans become bleacher coaches and think they know 
exactly how to run the team, what plays to run, and who to put 
in the game. A situation of this type occurred last Saturday when 
Stout battled the Oshkosh Titans on Nelson Field. I would at this 
time, like to apologize to coach Sten Pierce and all of the assistants 
for myself and all the other fans who thought he was ‘‘crazy’’ for 
putting in certain personnel. « 

Our apologies coach; it won’t happen again. 

“WE SCORED ENOUGH POINTS BUT—” 

Don’t count the Bluedevils as a second rate team. Sure they 
lost two games in a row, but to whom: the top two contenders in 
the conference, Whitewater, then Oshkosh. Acting head coach Sten 
Pierce said, ‘‘We scored enough points to win but we let them score 
too many.” He gave the team considerable praise for the way they 
“sot back in the ball game’ after trailing 24-7 at halftime. Coach 
Pierce said the fumbles late in the second quarter were very 
“demoralizing to the entire team.’”’ In commenting on the defensive 
secondary, he said they were still ‘‘inexperienced and building.’’ 
Asked about the Whitewater-Platteville game, Pierce said ‘‘That 
just goes to prove that on any given Saturday, any given team in 
this conference can beat another.”

Who could have predicted the upset of White- 
water or that the Bluedevils would give the game to Oshkosh.

Stout vs. Platteville: Although the Bluedevils showed great 
improvement over their Whitewater game they were beaten by 
their own mistakes. Platteville will be riding high after knocking 
the Warhawks out of the top spot in the conference. Therefore, un- 
less the Bluedevils can correct their mistakes and hold on to the 
ball, I’ll have to pick the Pioneers in hopes that I'm wrong.

Unlike industry, where there 
are elaborate quality control 
facilities, the educator is hardly 
ever evaluated. In the educational

(foremen) and educators (work- 
ers) are processing (educating) 
an indispensible product (stu- 
dents) though they claim not to 
scrap their rejects, 

However, penal and mental in- 
stitutions are crammed with the 
failures of the system. This is 
somehow related to the fact that 
educators are paid no matter 
‘“‘what’’ they produce.

On the eve of the 75th anniver- 
sary of Stout State University, 
Dr. William J. Micheels, a gradu- 
ate of Stout, reflected on the 
college as he has known it and what 
he expects for the future. 

Question: You have a unique 
position as having been associated 
with Stout as both a student and 
an administrator. How do you 
think Stout has changed in the time 
that you have been associated with 
it? 

Dr. Micheels: Well, I think in 
certain respects, very important 
respects, Stout has continued to 
retain auniqueness and dedication 
to the original mission as set 
forth by Senator Stout and exem- 
plified by President Harvey, as 
the first president. 

The reputation upon which Stout 
was built originally, way back in 
the early 1900’s, has continued to 
form a basis for the present 
mission, but in a greatly expandec 
fashion, and perhaps just as im- 
portant, or even more important, 
an expanded mission in the sense 
that the original specialties have 
expanded, That is, domestic sci- 
ence and manual training have 
undergone some very drastic 
changes and I think, Stout has been, 
in the forefront in bringing things 
up to date. 


“WE ARE ONLY BEGINNING” 


I think we’re only beginning 
now. We’re right on the threshold 
in both our areas of technology and 
home economics, or the family 
service and human development, 
which is a term encompassing 
more than domestic science. But 
we’re on the verge of some real 
breakthroughs here, 

Question: Do you think that ex- 
panding the majors at Stout has 
hurt the specialties any? 

Dr. Micheels; I expect some 
people feel that it has. It’s been 
my purpose in going along with 
some of these additional offerings 
on the premise that these would 
add to this traditional strength... 


Business administration, to use 
one example,...grew out of the 
need of our students for back 
ground competencies as they went 
out into industry. In fact, the whole 
area of industrial technology, 
which came on the scene shortly 
after World War II as one of 
specialties, was a natural out-

It was built by Andrew Tainter; : 
lumberman, steamboat captain, ° 
horse fancier and philanthro- 
pist. 

He built it in memory of his 
daughter who died in 1886 at the 
age of 19, Construction began in 
1889, I was completed a year 
later, 

Three generations of Dunn 
County residents have known the 
Mabel Tainter Memorial building. 

People have studied in its spa- 
cious library, observed theatrical 
productions in tts picturesque 
gay nineties theater and irans- 
acted business in city offices 
housed within the structure, 

More than any other Menomonie 
edifice, Mabel Tainer Memorial 
holds the heritage of our commun- 
ity. 

In its early years the building 
was an important source of enter- 
tainment, recreation and educa- 
tion, Traveling troupes of players 
made one-night stands, famous 
actors visited the theater and 
famous plays were presented, 

For years following, however, 
the building served simply as a 
building, 

Then the Mabel Tainter Mem- 
orial Preservation Association 
was formed, 

Decades of dust were removed, 
The original color and material 

. . that helped make the nineties gay 
once again shine in the theater. 

Since 1959 a community group, 
the Theater Guild, has delighted 
audiences in a series of plays in 
the splendor of a theatre. 

Proceeds from these presenta= 
tions have been used to remove 
the hazards of wom out stage 
equipment and where necessary 
to furnish new stage apparatus.

A long needed change has finally taken place—or at 
least plans have progressed beyond the talking stage. 

This change involves the STOUTONIA. 

Up until now alumni have been able to receive weekly 
copies of the STOUTONIA with the costs being covered by 
their membership in the Stout State University Alumni. 
Association. This was fine when the paper was being 
printed on Stout’s campus and the costs were comparative- 
ly low, but this is no longer true. The newspaper is now 
being printed off-campus by an independent printer and 
‘a changé is in order. 

This change has been a long time coming and was not 
something suddenly decided upon.

The last issue that will be mailed to alumni under the 
present system will be the issue of Jan. 17, 1969. The 
deadline for sending in payment for a subscription to 
cover the second semester will be Jan. 1, 1969—the overlap 
in dates is to allow time to compile a mailing list and to 
insure mailing without interruption. 

There will not be a weekly or per month rate. 

Students will continue to receive the STOUTONIA as 
usual. The costs for student subscriptions are included in 
student activity fees. 

Anyone who is interested is welcqgme and encouraged 
to subscribe. Students—how about giving your parents or 
a friend a subscription to the paper? Alumni—we do want 
you to feel that you are a part of Stout and encourage you 
to keép up on campus news through the STOUTONIA. 

The cost is really very reasonable—$3.00 per semester 
or $5.00 for a full school year.

comply to your requests repeat- 
edly. My own observations have. 
brought me toa conclusion: Those 
who are concerned with concern- 
ing others think...whether cor- 
rectly or incorrectly...that this 
is a part of their education; per- 
haps a greater part than class- 
room studies. 

Their concern for grades is 
secondary to knowledge gained. 
Consequently this “knowledge 
gained’? is-.measured in terms of. 
worth and pradeticality to them 
as people who are just a small part 
of a vast society. Yet the grades 
they earn are more meaningful 
and frequently higher than if they 
tried to earn a grade based on 
the knowledge they can parrot 


from a book. 


Why? Perhaps because they 
have tried to practice what in- 
structors are able to get through 
to them. Then this bit of practice 
leads them to seek more know- 
ledge on their own. This helps 
them to understand the bits and 
pieces presented in class and at 
the same time help the school 
find out what student needs are. 

On the other hand, there are 
many students who try to help 
answer questions posed by ad- 
ministration or the STOUTONIA 
without writing letters but by 
gathering information. This can 
be a very slow tedious process, 


especially for one with a “‘reput-- 


able’’ position in the student body, 
I find myself in this position. As 
a student senator, I tend to learn 
a great deal more about students, 
faculty, policies, and the commu- 
nity than many students have 
opportunity or interest in. WhenI 
see something going amiss, I 
find myself looking for answers... 
Why did this happen? Why is it 


allowed to continue? I also find - 


myself being told it is none of my 
business because I am a senator 
and I should stick to representing 
my interest group.

The entire 
campus, a branch of the Univer- 
sity of East Africa, completed in 
1964, is very modern in regard to 
architecture and equipment. 

The students attending this uni- 
versity College are all top rated. 
Throughout their schooling years, 
students must pass five different 
examinations to advance to the 
various levels. About 54% of an 
age group start’ school in Tan- 
gania; 15% reach standard or 
grade 7; finally only .1 of 1% are 
eligible to attend the University. 
Most of the students at the Uni- 
versity speak three languages, 
many speak four or five. 

The African student is often 
called a man of three worlds, He 
lives in the white man’s world 
through education. His back- 
ground and heritage make up a 
tribal world.

The student is educated above the 
worker, and yet cannot take the 
role of leader because he is con- 
sidered tocy . In Africa, great 
respect is placed on age, only 
the elders are trustedas leaders, 

One student came over to Dr. 
Klitzke’s home at the start of a 
vacation and asked to borrow 2a 
sizable amount of money. He 
explained it was to buy a suit. 
His father expected him to come 
home an educated man. To his 
father, an educated-man wore a 
suit, and he respected his father 
so much he didn’t want togo home 
if he didn’t have a suit. 

Another student was not going

Amherst, Mass.—In its report on 
the status of pass-fail options at 
twenty-two colleges and univer- 
sities, the Office of Institutional 
Studies at the University of 
Massachusetts includes as Ap- 
pendix B a statement from __the 
Committee on the Freshman Year 
at California Institute of Tech- 
nology.

WSU-Stevens Point 

Last Saturday marked the sec- 
ond anniversary of the peace 
vigil demonstration in Stevens 
Point, The vigil is in honor of 
soldiers fighting. in Viet Nam 
and began in Oct., 1966. 

Between 10 and 30 people par- 
ticipate each week in the demon- 
strations which are held every 
Saturday in front of the Stevens 
Point post office. 

Participants usually include 
WSU faculty, students and towns- 
people from -Stevens Point and 
the surrounding area. 

At., first, the vigil met with 
hostility from townspeople and 
students, but now most reactions 
are favorable, and there is a 
fairly good relationship with the 
police.

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Packaging Opportunities 
For the People Who Know

These functions are learned in 
the packaging classes here at 
Stout. Stout is only the second 
university to offer undergraduate 
courses in packaging. 

Stout has four courses that 
make up a concentration in pack- 
aging. They are: Fundamentals 
of Packaging which is thegeneral 
industrial background of packag- 
ing; packing materials; packaging 
systems, where different pack- 
ages are discussed and made, and 
package design and evaluation in 
which each student is assigned an 
article and must decide on the 
most effective package. Specific 
tests that simulate the conditions 
a package will go through are 
applied to see if packages are 
suitable. 

For example, there is a drop 


tester from which an item is 
dropped at a certain height to 
see if the package will withstand 
the jar. A vibration table pro- 
ducing vibrations similar to a 
truck, tests the effect of ship-~ ei > "sta 
ping.

Larkin Relates Budgeting Process

“The budgeting process is 
never adequate to mé@et every- 
one’s needs,’® said Dr. Joseph 
Larkin, Director of Financial 
Aids at Stout State University. 

Last year, several students 
employed on work study were 
released from their jobs because 
certain departments had .de- 
pleted their funds. When asked 
if such a condition would exist 
again this year, Larkin said, 
“In running monthly totals, it 
becomes obvious that certain de- 
partments are not going to have 
enough money to. meet the next 
three payrolls,’* 

At the beginning of each aca- 
demic year, Dr, Larkin provides 
a form stating that the student 
is eligible for the work-study 
program and the maximum 
amount the student may earn

Editorial . 
Repetition - The Only Way 


Repetition—it seems to be the only way. 

The only way to drive home an idea, to reinforce a 
theory, or to stress the importance of a situation or con- 
dition. 

Ideas must not be taken lightly. After initial presenta- 
tion, a period of careful thought and thorough investiga- 
tion must take place. 

Theories likewise must pass the time test. Also, situa- 
tions and conditions must meet and face a period of exam- 
ination. The situation, or condition, now facing us is the 
Mission Statement and its many implications. 

Many of us, both students and faculty, drew conclusions 
from the many rumors that circulated following the first 
news of Stout’s “mission.” For the large part, the conclu- 
sions are now invalid, but because of an unwillingness to 
admit that many of us were wrong, these rumors continue 
to circulate and even grow. 

Is it so terribly difficult to listen and read objectively? 

The explanation of situations that resulted in the for- 
mulation of the ‘Mission Statement’ have been made 
available. Dr. Jarvis has copies of the statement available 
for anyone wishing them. President Micheels met the stu- 
dent body and faculty. In last week’s newspaper his initial 
statement from the Nov. 4 meeting was published and 
meant to be read. 

Apparently, many of us are too impatient to carefully 
consider and too anxious to jump to conclusions on our 
own. 

Certainly, no one at Stout is happy with the “Mission 
Statement” as it now stands, but it must be understood 
that there is no only who really is. Conditions exist on all 
levels that make it impossible for Stout to increase the 
number of majors offered. 

This cannot really hurt us. 

By not increasing the actual number of undergraduate 
majors, Stout will be able to strengthen and improve the 
majors that now exist. Those who want additional majors 
to be added to the curriculum are also the same ones of 


us who are the most vocal in criticising the programs we 


now have. 


Possibly we could channel some of the energy now 

_ being spent in being upset over the ‘Mission Statement” 
and redirect it into constructive action. 

This action can be taken in the form of constructive 

criticism and honest evaluation of the current majors and 


courses involved. 


Demonstrations Do Not 
Solve Problems — 


Dear Editor: 

Demonstrations throughout the 
nation seem to have a common 
focal point...justice. If this is 
true, then it may be meaningful 
to define’ the concept of Justice. 
Thra achus in the REPUBLIC 
has this to say: ‘‘The different 
forms of government make laws 
democratic, aristocratic, tyran- 
nical, with a view totheir several 
interests; and these laws, which 
are made by them for their own 
interest, are the justice which 
they deliver to their subjects, and 
him who transgresses them they 
punish as a breaker of the law, 
and unjust....the only reasonable 
conclusion is that everywhere 
there is one principle of justice 
which is the interest of the 
stronger.’” 

Students today are saying there 
is a better kind of justice, a 
justice where the laws can be 
questioned; (Are they just or un- 
just? What is the objective of 
the law?). Secondly, a justice 
where the institution can be ques- 
tioned; (What is a mission? Of 
what importance are the subjects 
in the mission? What is the re- 
lationship of freedom to respon- 
sibility?). Third, a justice where 
the administration and faculty can 
be questioned; (Not by traditional- 
ism or the faculties’ values, but 
how they relate their values to the 
system that is judging them.) and 
finally a justice where the pun- 
ishment can be questioned; (Of 
what does punishment consist? 
What is the proportion between 
severity of punishment and the 
gravity of the offense? Who has 
the right to punish?). 

When the students look for an 
individual type of justice, they 
are faced with a problem of re- 
sponsibility vs. freedom. Inorder 
to analyze the situation that the 
students and administration face, 
it is necessary to discuss two 
extreme systems and draw in- 
ferences about the median. 

The first extreme is a highly 
structured system where thereis 
much responsibility and very 


little freedom. This structure 
allows the people in it a high 
degree of structural security and 
little need for individual security. 
These people are not free, but 
they are always safe if they 
accept the responsibility they are 
given. Freedom to them implies 
insecurity and is therefore un- 
wanted. 

The second extreme developed 
with the first generation after the 
depression, Many of the people 
who went through the depression 
decided that they wanted to give 
their children more than they had. 
They did this by giving them more 
material goods, more freedom, 
and little responsibility. When 
these children became young 
adults, they found they could not 
relate to the structured system 
their parents worked under. (This 
is the formation for what we now 
call the generation gap.) The 
result of this was a cry by the 
younger gneration for individual 
freedom, individual justice, and 
free expression. 

This generation began to rebel 
the structured system, which 
would not give way to their de- 
mands of freedom, by letting 
their hair grow, growing beards, 
or dressing ‘‘differently.’? In 
general, they made themselves 
as eccentric as they could. They 
began to have mass demonstra- 
tions to say ‘‘you make the laws, 
now look how they relate to us. 
We think differently than you.’’ 

This generation developed into

This I don’t believe is respon- 
sibility. In fact, it’s going one 
step further by not accepting 
responsibility to themselves. 

Analyzing the median between 
these two sanctions, I feel, is 
beyond the scope of this letter. 
I leave it to the reader to find 
what is meaningful to him, with 
one reservation: I feel it is 
necessary to give up some free- 
dom to the structure in order to 
maintain industrial stability. If 
industry falls by the wayside, 
so does our nation.

Stout State University’s newest 
program is housed in its most 
traditional building—EFichel ber- 
ger Hall-and promises to set a 
few traditions of its own. 

Hub of the vocational rehabil- 
itation program, directed by Dr. 
Paul Hoffman, is the graduate 
major in vocational evaluation. 
The first of its kind at Stout 
and one of only two in the nation, 
this program trains specialists in 
the evaluation of the work poten- 
tial of the handicapped, utilizing 
work itself as the means of eval- 
uation. It began in 1957 and en- 
rolls 16 majors. 

Two related programs began 
this fall: the Evaluation and 
Training Center (ETC) coordin- 
ated by Darrel Coffey, and the 
Center for Advanced Studies un- 
der Walter Pruitt’s direction. 

The ETC is opened to the 
physically and emotionally handi- 
capped, the mentally retarded, 
the alcoholic and others who want 
or need to work. 

Referrals are made from many 
sources, Coffey said, among them 
the Veterans Administration, 
state Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation, Social Security Ad- 
ministration. 

Using a thorough base of con- 
ventional psychological tests the 
Staff, under the direction of chief 
Michael Muegge, 
moves rapidly to vocational eval- 
uation (‘‘What work is this per- 
son capable of doing?’’), work 
adjustment and behavior modi- 
fication (“Since this person has- 


n’t been able to get along with his © 


co-workers, what can we do to 
change his attitudes?’’) and per- 
sonal and _ social adjustment 
(grooming, simple budgeting, job 
seeking techniques.) 

To evaluate what a client can 
do, the staff and 16 graduate 
Students immediately set him to 
‘twork’’ at one of the center’s 
job stations. Women may use 
commercial sewing machines, 
files, adding machines, scales, 
cash registers, Men may be 
checked out on circuit soldering,

Commission OKs 
Stout Land 
Acquisition 
' The state building commission 
has approved $161,150 for land 


acquisition at Stout State Uni- 
versity. , 


This includes $135,200 for 
parcels of land in a two and one- 
half block area at the south end 
of the athletic field to be used 
for the building of a $2.6 million 
apartment complex for single 
students. 


According to Joseph Gubasta, 
physical facilities specialist at 
Stout, the complex now on: the 
drawing board, will probably in- 
clude 58 apartments in each of 
three buildings, three or four 
floors high. They will be four bed 
apartments, providing room for 
about 522 single students. 


Each four bed apartment will 
include a kitchen, living room, 
study area, and bath. Laundry 
facilities will be provided for the 
buildings. 

The project may provide about 
a half-block area for parking 
which would take care of about 
150 vehicles. 

Construction will begin in early 
summer with completion set for 
September, 1970. 


Three other parcels of land, 
scattered throughout. 
were included in the acquisition, 
One parcel is between Fourthand 
Fifth streets East where the new 
home economics building is pro- 
posed, another is east of the 
physical education plant, and the 
third is near the proposed tennis 
court site at Seventeenth Avenue 
and Third Street East.

The Campus Development and 
Planning Committee, including 
representatives of the faculty, 
administration, and students as 
well as city officials, met Monday 
Nov. 18 to discuss the problem. 


ésMenomonie has only one re=- 
tail community, that is, one 
downtown that takes care of much 
of the area trade,’’ said Lang-= 
mack. He said that the merchants 
are dependent upon customers as 
the cornmunity is dependent upon 
the merchants. The problem, 
simply stated, is that many Stout 
students and employers are using 
the parking facilities that have 
been made availiable for cus- 
tomers, 


The first obligation of caly 
officials is to the merchants and 
community. The parking spaces 
available on the main streets 
were designed for short term, 
in and out, money spending cus- 
tomers, not for long term stu- 
dents and employers. 


The employers and students 
need to make this area available

The city of Menomonie is con- 
verting two lots, one at the end 
of Second Street West and Main 
Street directly behind the NSP 
building and one east of the Dunn 
County News building.to accom- 
modate about 30 cars each, 

These lots will be restricted 
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An Education Specialist degree 
CEdS) in Industrial Education was 
recently approved for Stout by 
the Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education. 

This is an intermediate degree 
between the master’s and doc- 
tor’s, requiring six years, or 
36 credits beyond the master’s.

of this higher degree, which no

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Dr. Bolstad Reports 
New Communication Medium Introduced 


Exploration of the field of non- 
verbal communication, commun- 
ication through a medium other 
than words is a fairly new phe- 
nomenon to students on Stout 
State University campus. Stu- 
dents will have a chance to be- 
come better acquainted with the 
medium thanks to Dr. Dennis 
Bol stad. 


Several years ago it claimed 
Dr. Bolstad’s attention. Since 
then he has attempted to develop 
a means of communication among 
his students which would be more 
meaningful than word centered 
attempts. ee oe x 


Bolstad introduced it first to 
his ‘Introductory Psychology’’ 
class. In this course there is no 
formal testing, but as an alter- 
native, students are asked to sub- 
mit a ‘‘project’’? that conveys an 
integrated self-concept in non- 
verbal form. The media employed 
could be that of a mobile, poster, 
painting, collage, or any one of 
innumerous other innovations, 


More recently, Bolstad has in- 
troduced non-verbal communica- 
tion to his graduate course in 
‘‘group guidance.’’ It has been 
accepted very well in the Amer- 
ican Industry program. The latter 
is making an attempt to involve 
feeling in the teacher-learner 
process. 


Two schools in California are 
Pioneering the area. These 
groups comprise a core of ex-

perimental projects. Bodily 
movement, for one, acts as & 
vehicle of communicationor self- 
‘expression, especially in dance. 

Bolstad feels that ‘‘we need 
more experience to understand 
the self and the self in inter- 
action with others. Therefore, 
we experiment.’’ 


He further explains that ‘‘mu- 
sic, as one mode of communica- 
tion is not important for its 
words alone, as much as for the 
rhythm, inflections, and timing.’’ 


‘Each person,’’ ‘said Bolstad, 
‘thas his own medium other than 
words that are ctoser-to-him_as_ 
a person. Non-verbal communi- 
cation has richness because it 
is not so finely structured.’’

Editorial a 
Making it Work 


The “system.” So many people just know that it exists. 
And so many more feel that we have to “buck” the system 
in order to get anywhere.-At least this is what appears to 
be true. 

Whether good or bad—the system is here, and here 
to stay—so we have to make the best of it. We have to 
make it work for us and not treat all organization as a big, 
evil demon to be feared and fought. 

Within any given structured organization there are 
pathways or channels to be followed in order to make one- 
self heard and to bring ideas and -petitions before the core 
of authority. o 

This, of course, is not to suggest that attempts to be 
heard are toia!ly successful and the results immediately 
effective, but with a good working knowledge of the “sys- 
tem”—by that meaning and understanding of the whys, 
hows and wherefors—one is given the ability to intelli- 
gently ask “how come?” or “Let me be heard,” and can 
expect an answer or time to speak. 

Don’t get me wrong—the “system” is frustrating for 
all of us—possibly even more so for those who are a de- 
finite part of it. Nevertheless, frustrating or not, it is here 
and the sooner we learn to accept it and live with it the 
sooner we can help to instigate changes and reforms and 
make it effective in working for us. 


“Raffles” are “Forbidden” 


A question has arisen in regard to the use of the word 
“raffle.” In the past, organizations have referred to their 
contests or donations to their organizations as raffles. 

According to Webster’s Dictionary a raffle is a kind 

of a lottery. The following definitions clarify the term. 
LOTTERY: A scheme for the distribution of prizes by lot 
or chance;.a scheme by which one or more prizes are dis- 
tributed by chance among persons who have paid or pro- 
mised a consideration for a chance to win them, usually 
as determined by the numbers for a chance to win them, 
usually as determined by the numbers on tickets as drawn 
from a lottery wheel. 
RAFFLE: A kind of lottery, in which a number of persons 
pay, in shares the value or assumed value of something 
put up-as a stake, and then determined by chance which 
one of them shall become sole possessor. 

And since a raffle is a kind of a lottery it is forbidden 
in the State of Wisconsin.

it has, more often than not, become painful. 

These anxious, appgehensive feelings cannot really be 
helped. We have become so concerned about so many 
things and so tired of seeing so much red tape and confu- 
sion seenis to only be leading to more of the same. 

Being relatively isolated and segregated in our uni- 
versities has given so many of us a view of ‘life’ that. is 
disturbing to say the least. Seeing so many talents being 
wasted and so mueh time lost to tasks that could be better 
spent in honest effort to change or correct and so many 
people missing the whole point of it must be a part of life, 
but just because it is doesn’t make it any easier to accept. 

It is so hard to see the need for all of the preliminaries; 
the need for the talking that appears to be no more than 


an exchange of polite nothingness and that only is fruitful — 


after compromise and concession. It is so hard to have the 
patience to wait; to take the time to keep repeating your- 
self over and over again when; in reality, there is so much 
to say that you could talk non-stop without repeating your- 
self and never really say it all. Most of all it is so hard to 
just sit and listen while someone else talks. This is espe- 
cially true when you don’t agree or their verbalizations 
indicate either shallow thinking or a lack of thought at all. 

All of this must just be a part of ‘growing up’ and 
it probably is one of the most frustrating experiences a 
person faces. The only consolation, small as it may be, is 
that every generation has had to face these same problems 
to some degree and has succeeded in finding a meaningful- 
ness to life and, hopefully, is able to communicate with the 
following generation by recognizing the same fears, anxie- 
ties and apprehensions that were a part of ‘growing up’ 
for them. Identifying also by recognizing that the outbursts 
of dissent and unrest are indications of deeper feelings of 
uncertainty and frustration that are haunting our genera- 
tion just as these same feelings have troubled all of the 
generations preceeding us.

Stout. 
Something must be wrong to inspire such. apathy. If the 


Student government as it now exists is so ‘bad’—Why aren’t 


there lots of applications by people who want to help in 
changing the SSA? If the SSA is so ‘good’ why aren’t there 
more students who want to be part of a successful group 
and who can help to maintain the quality of the govern- 


ment? Is this the problem? 
_. Probably some people are afraid that there will be too 


great a demand on their free time and that their schedule 
will not permit them to continue leading their carefree 
life. This is true to a great extent—but a person should be

Some are probably afraid that their grades will suffer 
—that isn’t necessarily true either. Instead of having free 
time and just goofing around and wasting time—you. are 
forced to learn to budget your time and to make the most 
of it.

Kleinpell said one of the things 


other pressure groups 
place certain demands onuniver- 


sities, Kleinpell said, One of the 
groups believes that higher edu- 
cation should protect the status 
quo while the other believes that 
universities should take the cru- 
sader’s role in social, political 
and economic reform, he said. 

“Thus, the advocates -of the 
right and _ eo nielen imam upon 
the u fo redu 
cational maledine to ae mono- 
logue,’’ Kleinpell said. 


Universities are also _threat- 
ened from within, Kleinpell said, 

“I refer to recent actions cf 
a minority of students and dis- 
sident faculty who, by hoodlum 
tactics and mob rule have seized 
and for all intents and purposes, 
closed down the institutions,’’ he 
said, 

“These attempts have not been 
exercises in disagreement, free 
speech or peaceable assembly. 
They have been exercise in an- 
archy.’’ 

Colleges and universities must 
resist ali pressure from the ex- 
tremists, Kleinpell said, 


“No one has the right to order 
its affairs to suit their own prej- 
udices and philosophies,’’ he said,

(Continued trom Page 2) 
needs which songs fulfill. In a 
very broad outline these needs 
have to do with our physical, so- 
cial, spiritual, emotional and in- 
tellectual well-being.

tunes, tones and pitches to pro- 
_ duce a moving rhythm to which 
almost everybody is responding. 

If anyone of this components 
is controlled by suppression or 
oppression by an outside force 
which appears omnipotent,_mon- 
strous and beyond individual 
trol, these forces of oppression 
oblige those individuals to pool 
their last resources together to 
create songs which to Western- 
ers are known as the ‘“Blues’’ to 
some others as ‘Songs to the 
Gods.’’ Therefore the all-too- 
famous Toynbee would say the 
“Blues are the response of slaves 
to the chailenge of oppression.”’ 

Like bells set in to toll, songs 
help open up new horizons, throw 
fresh light, express sorrows, 
protests, ideas, ideals and pro- 
claim victories, all of whichpro- 
mote subtle understanding and 
keenness in most people. The 
criteria of song should not be 
how pleasant it is to the ear but 
what educational content it has to 
offer. 

Let us therefore see to the 
songs of—people_as_ sources of 
education. According to Marcuse, 
let us “know the whole truth, 
grasp the arrested, volated and 
destroyed_potentialites of man 
and nature.’’

Full Time Physician 
Proposed fer Stout

Dr. Ralph G, Iverson, vice 
president for Student Services, 
proposed a solution to the prob- 
lem of health services at the 
Stout Student Association (SSA) 
meeting Tuesday. 

With a health service fee of 
$5 per semester and $2 for the 
summer session Stout could have 
a full time physician next fall. 
This would be an increase of $4 


per semester to the activity fee. 


As of now $9,500 from the fee 


is allotted to the health services, _ 


With the increase approximate- 
ly $45,000 would be allotted to 
health services’ to be used to 
employ a full time physician as 
well as for added facilities. . 

In addition. to the physician 
some connection with the Red 
Cedar Clinic would probably be 
maintained 


Senators will discuss this pro- 
posal with their interest groups. 
A recommendation will be made 
at the next SSA meeting. 

Bob McCord, SSA treasurer, 
said Gov. Knowles has proposed 
raising out of state tuition to 
$1300 a year. Dr. Iverson said 
the latest figures are a $400 
raise per semester. This would 
bring Stout’s out of state tuition 
with fees to about $1600 a year. 

McCord estimated this would

Placement Office... Does It? 


cording to Stout State Uni- 
vera i Unkieraduate Bulletin, 
Regular Session 1968-1970, “reg- 


istration for placement is a re- . 


quirement for graduation. Essen- 
tially, this involves completing 
various placement forms and 
securing references from a spe- 
cified number of reference per- 


sons, ‘ 
“The nggouste office is main- 
tained to provide services to 
seniors, graduate students and 
alumni. The goal of the placement 
Office is to give effective support 
to the placement efforts each 
individual is expected to make in 
securing the position best for him. 
Every effort is: made to bring 
to the attention of candidates for 


conditions of employment, and to 
recommend effective application 
techniques.’’ 


Presently, there is arelatively - 


good undergraduate placement 
sy stem. However, as far asgrad- 
uate students are concerned there 
is much to be desired, Compar- 
atively, only a few job openings 
are communicated to Stout; the 
result being that Stout’s graduate 
students are not given a chance 
to compete with students from 
universities such as the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin.

Poverty still exists widespread 
in this country. Programs have 
been started to raise poverty 
stricken peoples’ standard of liv- 
ing. One such program is Head 
Start 


Mrs. Michele Wesley, director 
of the Child Study Center, re- 
cently became a national Head 
Start consultant, Head Start is 
the best received and most effec- 
tive of all the poverty programs. 
It offers services to disadvan- 


'. faged children, ages three to five 


to prepare them for competition 
in public schools. Mrs. Wesley’s 
role includes offering programs 
and evaluation serviceg,consulta- 
tions and monitoring programs, 

In Southwest Missouri from 
Feb, 3-7, Mrs, Wesley monitored 
a community agency, She visited 
with some of the rural poor and 
found such things as families 
with ten children living in a one 
room shack, the walls covered 
with cardboard and the roof so 
thin one could see the sky through 
it. They had no running water but 
instead a pump. Mrs, Wesley 
evaluated the effectiveness of this 
community’s Head Start Pro- 
gram, advised the teachers and 
staff on improvements that should 
be made, and helped to solve 
some of their problems,

Cohen, cited the following serious 
objectors to the legislation: 

1. ‘*It would utilize the power of the 
federal purse to control what is 
and should be essentially a matter 


of internal university administra- _ 


tion-i.e., an exercise of a dis- 
ciplinary function or the exercise 
of judgment as to the bearing of 
particular conduct on the indivi- 
dual’s suitability for student aid, 
2. ‘The amendment is punitive in 
effect and will be felt to be un- 
just because it apportions the con- 
sequences of misconduct not to 
the gravity of the offense but to 
the.financial need of the offender. 
3. ‘Although the. amendment 
bases disqualification on court 
conviction, no. protection is af- 
forded the student pending appeal 
to a higher court, and this is 
disclosed ‘by the debate on the 
House floor to be intentional. 
Irreparable harm could be done 
to a student during the prolonged 
process on an appeal which might 
ri be successful. 

4, ‘If the amendment means what 
it says, the disqualification is not 


limited to the period of-enrol=——-— 


ment of the student at the in- 
‘stitution at- which the unlawful 
conduct occurred, nor is it lim- 
ited in time other than by the 
life of the student aid programs 
and the life of the  student.’’ 

The memorandum specifically 
warned that the amendment 
“could put a serious damper on 


. the entire student loan insurance 


program,’’ ‘unless: some method 
-were developed whereby lenders 
and insurers could identify those 
borrowers who were disqualified. 


There must be-a reassessment 


of educational goals and admin- 
istrative systems, with the in- 
tention of designing systems ‘‘that 
will work without resorting to 
outside help.’’

Hall Council Discusses _ 
University Health Services 


Dr, Ralph Iverson, vice pres- 
ident for Student Services, ad- 
dressed the Inter-Residence Hall 
Council meeting Monday in refer- 
ence to the observations and rec- 
ommendations concerning student 
health services. 

An American College Health 
Association (ACHA) digest was 
surveyed by WSU-Stevens Point. 
Dr. lverson referred to this digest 
as a means of discussing the pos- 
sibilities of using its ingredients 
to implement an improved health 
service program at Stout, 

Some of the observations and 
recommendations presented in 
the discussion concerned a state- 
ment of policy defining the pur- 
pose of the health service, its 
functions and a guide for manage- 
ment needed in addition to a 
‘description of the services, This 
statement should describe phil- 
functions, management 


established ‘to 
pro periodic review of the 
content and: intent of the health 
service program, would include 
students, faculty, administration 
and others interested inthe health 
of the student. 

A physician, appointed as di- 
rector and given basic authority 
for direction and management, 
would have sufficient rank and 
recognition to make him the chief 
medical and health officer of the— 
university. Dr. Iverson reported 
that these tentative plans have 


ity of keeping the health service 
open on a 24-hour basis by hir- 
ing nurses, Major accidents 
should go directly to hospital. 

With hospital costs going up 
steadily, this expensive service, 
in some cases, is not required 
and could be provided more econ- 
omically in a university owned 
intermediate bedcare facility. If 
Stout secured a true leader in 
the medical profession, this could 
lead to such future inpatient care. 
Iverson stated, ‘‘There are many 
times when a student needs a 
doctor or a nurses’ care and 
could be justly accommodated 
if we had a university infirmary.’’ 

The services of a psychiatrist 
should be made available on the 
campus on a part-time basis. 
This psychiatrist should provide 
psycho-therapy to students re- 
ferred by the counseling center 
and health service and consulta- 


_tive service to the counseling _ 


staff, health services staff, and 
the psychology department. This 
counseling service would, hope- 


fully, take the brunt of theburden ~

United Council 
States Objections 


Student government officials 
from the nine state universities 
decided on a number of explosive 
issues when they met in the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Winter 
Council Meeting Friday and Sat- 
urday in La Crosse. 

The United Council (UC) which 
is composed of. representatives 
from each: Wisconsin state uni- 
versity student government, will 
be voting primarily on resolu- 
tions which have been formulated 
in the various seminars whére 
specific problems are discussed. 
Each university will have two 
voting delegates at the assembly. 

The UC strongly opposed a 
number of campus related bills 
presently before the Wisconsin 
legislature. The council urged 
the defeat of seven assembly 
bills and two joint resolutions 
in its Winter General Assembly 
-held Saturday at LaCrosse. 

Before the matter was brought 
up at the General Assembly, the 
bills and resolutions were dis- 
cussed at length by UC legislative 
committee, The committee con- 
cluded that most of the campus 
related bills were retaliatery 
measures aimed at disruptions 
such as those. which occurred at 
Oshkosh and son. 

The legislative committee ar- 
gued that in its attempts to pre- 
sent student disruption, the leg- 
islature might do severe damage 
to the educational operation of 
the universities and to the in- 
dividual rights of students .and 


The bills considered: by UC 
fell into two areas; measures 
involving students and measures 
Generally 
speaking, the bills attempted, in 
one way or another, to eliminate 
students or faculty members who 
have caused or might in the 
future cause unlawful -campus 
disruptions, 

In the area of measures in- 
volving students, the council con- 
Sidered and opposed five assem- 
bly bills and one senate bill. 
Two of the bills concerned out of 
state students and the other four 
concerned ‘students involved in 
criminal or disruptive behavior. 

Assembly Bill 265 would forbid 
any university official, except 
those in the athletic department, 


to recruit out of state students. 
Assembly Bill 256 would require 
out of: state students to pay at 
least five times the tuition of 
residents, The UC opposed both 
bills for essentially the same 
reasons, They. argued that by 
discriminating against non- 
residents, Wisconsin students 
would be culturally deprived be- 
cause their classmates would 
represent: only one geographic 
area. Moreover, 
that this bill might cause a chain 
reaction of retaliation among 
neighboring states resulting in 
state barriers.

If it gets this far the bill callsfor 
an open referendum, 

Bob Rasmussen, -council pres- 
ident, a River Falls senior maj- 
oring in agro-business, said that 
the lowering of: the voting age is 
“‘long overdue.’’ According to 
Rasmussen, the 18 year-old vote 
‘twill put real political muscle 
into the students of Wisconsin 


‘universities,’’ 


Rasmussen said that UC’s goal 
was to urge passage of the law 
during this session. The council’s 
unanimous endorsement will be 
followed up with appearances be- 
fore open hearings, contacts with 
legislators and encouragement of 
student support.

The University. Residence Hall 
Handbook states, ‘‘The Residence

versity is dedicated to providing 
not only a place for you to sleep 
but also a place for you to grow 
socially and intellectually. In the 
residence halls, you have the op- 
portunity to live and associate 
with students...’ 
residence halls are places tolive 


_and grow, why have special ‘‘open 


houses’’ at specific times during 


“the year? College is life, not a 


preparation for life; a point which 
many people have missed. 
Residence hall living plays an 
_important part in the lives of 
many students, But under present 
policy, it would appear that stu- 
dents are being prepared for an 


Orwellian 1984 asexual future. * 


In order to grow socially and 
intellectually students need to 
interact with many different 
groups both in the classroom and 
in their private lives. There 
seems to be no sound reason for 
exempting members of the oppo- 
site sex from one of the great 
experiences of college education— 
namely integrated wings in the 
residence halls. Our wonderful 
rear-view mirror approach to 
education is at work again (ha ha 
ha). Possibly, the ‘“‘over-seers’® 
do! not realize that the - idiom 
‘*if you are treated as an adult 
you will act like one, and if you 
are treated as a child you will 


If indeed the 


‘act like one’’ is applicable in 
this case. 

If upon graduation from high 
school the young person does not 
choose to pursue courses in high- 
er education or post high school 
education he enters the world of 
work, This young person is not 
‘inhibited by unnecessary restric- 


dents be inhibited by the Victorian 
sexual norms of the status quo? 
Maybe this could be attributed to 
‘the haunting fear that someone, 
somewhere, may be happy.’’ 

College administrators base 
their overprotection on the Com- 
mon Law Doctrine of in loco 
parentis, by which they stand in 
‘much the same. relationship to 
their ‘‘scholars’’ as parents do to 
their children. Consequently, ad- 
ministrators have demonstrated 
their apparent right to enforce 
reasonable discipline and to do 
what parents would do to enforce 
good behavior. 

In recent years, however, this 
ancient doctrine of the Common 
Law has been subject to question 
by students and their legal coun- 
sel, The courts are more recep- 
tive to the argument that students 
must be granted many of the con- 
Stitutional rights - enjoyed by 
adults, -

ed as of Sept. I, 1969.

volved in criminal or disruptive 
action, Assembly Bill 257 would 
prevent any person who had been 
convicted of treasonable, sedi- 
tious or disloyal acts from en- 
rolling at a public Wisconsin 
university. Bill 267A would sus- 
pend a student two years if he 
were convicted ofa felony and 
six months if he were convicted of 
a misdemeanor, The UC urged 
defeat of these bills because 
members felt that the practical 
effect of both would be to punish: 
a person twice for the same 
crime. The UC’s legislative com- 
mittee argued that the purpose of 
conviction and imprisonment is 
to rehabilitate an individual and 
that it would be unjustified to 
further punish a person who was 
supposedly rehabilitated. 
Assembly Bill 260 and Senate 
Bill 53 both would cancel state 
support (financial aids, loans, 
grants, scholarships) to any stu- 
dent involved in a campus dis- 
ruption. The legislative com- 
mittee argued that the govern- 
ment already has machinery for 
the punishment of law breakers 
and that using financial support 
as a—means to punish students 
would be an unfair duplication. 
In the area of measures in- 


volving faculty, UC urged the 
defeat of two Assembly 


one Senate Bill. 

Assembly Bijl 258 would elim- 
inate tenure. As it is now, a 
teacher on tenure, which is 


_ achieved by being a member of 


the universities’ faculty for a 
given time period, cannot be 
dismissed. By eliminating tenure, 
university officials would find it 
much easier to fire teachers 
they considered detrimental to the 
school, The UC -based. its oppo- 
sition on the belief that many 
highly qualified and excellent 
teachers would be eliminated and 
that this would be detrimental in 
the quality of education being 
offered, The legislative com- 
mittee noted that should this bill 
pass, WSUs and UW would be 
the only university systems in 
the nation that did not offer tenure. 
—~The UC opposed Assembly Bill

ber honoring, aiding or 

student ‘disruptions and Senate

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With Books, Basketball

The story of Mel Coleman, the 
6 7 center for the Stout Blue- 
devil cagers, is like those written 
about in fiction novels, 

Coleman, from Cleveland, Ohio 
was raised in a black ghetto area. 

He has compiled an excellent 
record on the hardcourts for 
the past four years at Stout. He 
never played high school basket- 
ball, 

Mel will graduate in August 
with a bachelor’s degree in psy- 
chology. He has led a fabulous 
college career. 

Six years ago when Mel was a 
junior in high school he decided 
to try out for the basketball 
team. When. he learned that Jim 
Chambers, the basketball coach, 
had cut him Mel was very dis- 
heartened, He went to the coach 
to ask why he had been cut. 
Chambers said Mel’s legs were 
not developed yet. Because of 
this rejection, Mel set out to 
prove himself, 

That year and the next, he 
played for the Municipal League 
(which is something like a YMCA 
league) where he began to devel- 
op himself, 

Mel also wanted to prove him- 
self in the classroom. His senior 
year of high school all he did 
was play basketball and hit the 
books. It paid off as he gradu- 
ated in the upper fifth of his 
class which numbered 500 plus. 

Throughout high school Mel 
had no desire to attend college 
and thus never took college pre- 
paratory classes. In the area 
Mel comes from two of three 
persons never graduate from high 
school. 

Then one day Chambers came 
to Mel and asked him if he would 
like to go to school, Mel said 
s¢What do you mean? Pm already 
in school.’’ 

Chambers meant college, Stout 
State in particular, Dwain Mintz 
had sent a letter to Chambers 
asking him if he knew any pros- 
pective basketball players who 
would be interested in coming to 
Stout. Through this contact, Mel 
and Coach Mintz began to corre- 
spond. Finally Mel decided to 
come to Stout and play basket- 
ball. for Mintz, mainly because 
he wanted to prove himself, 

When Mel arrived here in the 
fall of 1965 he was in for the 
shock ‘of his life. He found him- 
self one of the seven Negroes on 
campus. This adjustment from 
an almost all-black community 
to an almost all white community 
was the biggest hurdle Mel had 
to overcome in his road to suc- 
cess. 

In that all important first year 
Mel felt he <‘‘didn’t have the 
moves or a good shot but he 
could rebound and block shots.’’ 
‘While on the team he became good 
friends with Willie White, a star 
guard with the Bluedevils in that 
championship season, White took 
Coleman under his wing so to 
speak, They would talk, eat, and 
sleep over basketball. Willie 
taught him how to shoot and more 
important how to have confidence 
in himself, 

Then the second year came 
along, Mel gained confidence and 
ability. He started the first half 
for the season averaging over 13 
points per game. : 

Then another let down, Jim 
Conley, an all conference center 
who sat-out the first half of the 
season came back and Mel was 
benched. 

In being the man he is Mel 
didn’t quit. Rather he began to 


try even harder, After the seas-

on was over he went to the grade 
school and played one on one 
against White who was_ still 
coaching Mel. 

Mel decided his junior year 
was going to be a make it or 
break it year. Ef he couldn’t 
make it on the basketball team 
he was going to turn his atten- 
tion to his studies. Uncidental- 
ly his cumulative grade point 
is around 2.8, not bad for spend~ 
ing three hours a day on the 
basketball court.) 

Make it he did, setting a con- 
ference record of 306 rebounds 
and averaging 18.4 points per 
game. Then came the ultimate 
when he was selected to the all- 
conference team. As Mel said, 
“That completed my rags to 
riches story.’’ 

The hometown people didn’t 
have the. confidence in Mel. They 
never thought he had a chance. 
Despite all his greatness here, 
the people back home still did- 
wt believe Mel had made it. 

This past summer Mel de- 
cided to play summer basket- 
ball with the high caliber play- 
ers. He went to Talmage, Ohio, 
a suburb of Akron. There he 
played against men like Nate 
Thurmond of the San Francisco 
Warriors and Gus Johnson of 
the Baltimore Bullets. This type 
of competition Mel feels gave 
him the confidence he really 
needed, 

And this year he has proven 
himself. He not only repeated 
as the conference leading re- 
bounder, he grabbed the con- 
ference scoring championship. 

However, Mel doesn’t feel that

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these individual achievements are 
as important as being on a 
championship team. As Mel puts 
it, “It?s a great feeling to be a 
success,”’ ; 

Mel feels he plays better when 
he is challenged, Most players 
usually lose control of the ball 
when tempers begin to flare, 
but not so with Mel, He actually 
plays better ball when he is mad. 

Mel feels that Stout’s success 
this year is mainly due to team 
balance. He went on to mention 
men and the reasons for the 
balance. 

Tim Domke: the best dribbler 
and passer in the conference. 

Greg Ebsen: a guy that has an 
uncanny sense of getting the ball 
to the open man. 

Cal Glover: possesses a bask- 
ketball sense thatis unbelievable,

Mel wants to return to Cleve- 
land following graduation. He has 
received a job offer from the 
Council of Economic Opportu- 
nities in Cleveland. He hasn’t 
accepted the position yet. Dur- 
ing the past two summers, Mel 
worked for the Youth Employ- 
ment Program (YEP) in Cleve- 
land where he had direct con- 
tact with many people. Mel 
greatly enjoys personal rela- 
tionships. 

Mel, an only child, hada case of 
epilepsy until he was four. His 
father, a steelmill worker, always 
wanted Mel to be a_ baseball 


player. His mother just wanted 
Mel to be the best at whatever 
he was going to do.

in the matter of mental health 
’ The director of health services 


room, in- 
cluding such matters as keeping 
records of significant, injuries, 
Dental health and dental health 
education are an important and 
integral part of a comprehensive 
college health program. Until fa- 
cilities are provided, referral 
services should .be provided 
whereby consideration of com- 
petence and interest in providing 
dental education are of prime 
importance, 
All new students should be made 
to comply with the entrance phy- 
sical examination requirement. 
The health service should con- 
sider offering the tuberculin test 
and required immunizations to 
those who have not had them 
from a private physician. | 
«There is now talk,” 
Iverson, ‘‘that the Board of Re- 
. gents may provide some type of 
Sanitary engineer for all of the 
nine state universities.’’ 
A sanitary engineer should be 
employed to coordinate the pro- 
gram, to initiate and supervise 
a system of accidental injury, to 
inspect buildings and grounds, to 
inspect all vending machines, to 
inspect all food services, totrain 
food service workers and to cor- 
rect environmental conditions 
which cause illness and injury. 
ACHA recommends that there 
‘should be a health education re- 
quirement to be -met-by all stu- 
dents.

Science and 


Both religion and science are 
concerned with truth and the 
practical consequences following 
ever, for thousands of years there 
has been open antagonism be- 
tween science and religion. Much 
of the conflict and many of the 
contradictions are superficial, 
and are often due to misunder- 
standing either by the scientists, 
by religious people or both, 

In every area of the world 
there are anti-religious people 
who use scientific concepts and 
judgments to attack religion, - 

On many occasions when there 
is a conflict between scientific 
findings and prevailing religious 
dogma, the scientist draws heav- 
ily on his personal, scientific- 
oriented philosophy. Therefore, 
the conflict usually remains un- 
resolved, andasa rule, exaggera- 
tion, misrepresentation of facts, 
-over emphasis, or even lack of in- 
formation about religious teach- 
ings become ‘the core of the dis-

This will decrease rapidly though because of the tempo- 
rary freeze put on Illinois students that plan to enter the 
system. 

Applications from freshmen and new transfer students 
from Illinois are not being processed since March 24. 

Exempted from this freeze are continuing students, 
re-entering students and those involved with. military 
service. 3 : 

The freeze will last until the board of regents, the legis- 


’ lature and the governor can establish a quota system. 


Illinois students are still urged ‘to apply but will not 
receive notification until the quota -has 

This goes for athletes as well. They will not receive special 
consideration. 

Attempts were made to set up a reciprocal agreement 
with Illinois such as the pact made with Minnesota. 

The pact with Minnesota is something to the effect that 
students living within 30 miles of the state line could 
attend a university out-of state’ (Wisconsin or vice versa) 
and not pay out-of-state tuition. Illinois wanted no part of 
an agreement such as this. This affects LaCrosse, River 
Falls and Superior only. : 

Rassmussen, president of United Council, com- 
mented that UC has taken a stand as far as they can. At 
the present time, the board of regents and the legislatures 
know how the students feel. Further action will depend 
upon previous action. 

Since nothing more can be done in this area at the 
present time, he would like to see another approach to 
the tuition hike. Rassmussen agrees with the graduated 
approach rather than having to meet the increase all at 
once. !

Indiana “U’’ Recommends Open Housing 


Presented below are some 
ideas which are relevant to A, 
Andrew McDonald’s column of 
March 7, 1969 on ‘‘Open Housing’’ 
at Stout State University. - 
Bloomington, Ind. (1.P.) Clergy 
and. others involved in campus 
ministries who are concerned 
for the life of. Indiana Univer- 
sity recently released the fol- 
lowing statement based on ques- 
tions and answers frequently ask- 
ed about open visitation: 

1, What is the present plan for 
open guest privileges at Indiana 
University? Are there any re- 
flections? : 

As authorized by the Indiana 
University Board of Trustees and 
implemented by the president’s 
Council of the. Inter-Residence 
Hall. Association, residents of 
university housing may entertain 
relatives and friends of the op- 
posite sex in their rooms, if 
two-thirds of the residents in a 
given housing unit voting by se- 
cret. ballot, approve open visita- 
tions, 

Visitation is limited to three 
nights a week, no two of which 
may be consecutive, and in most” 
units is Wednesday, Friday and 
Sunday. The maximum visitation 
hours are from | p.m. to 2 a.m., 
Most of the women’s units have 
—— shorter hours (for ex- 
ample p.m. to ll p.m.) and 
most of’ the men’s units have 
elected the maximum hours. 

There are rules for signing in 
and out and for escorts and pro- 
cedures enforced by the students 
for policing the plan. We are 
impressed by the responsibility 
shown by student leaders for the 
enforcement of the plan and by

Commons Sinking A Fallacy

The sinking sensation students 
may experience as they standin 
The Commons is not due to the 
fact that the building is sinking 
or settling—spring fever perhaps, 
but not a change in building struc- 
ture. Joe Gubasta, physical 
facilities specialist, who has been’ 
at Stout for seven years and who 
saw the engineering and construc= 
tion of The Commons, chuckled 
as he commented on students’ 
reactions on this rumored sub- 
ject. He said, ‘‘Students’ inad-= 
equate knowledge about archi- 
tecture causes the spread of 
_ rumors,’? He assures none of 
them are true. Gubasta explained 
several construction principles. 

Portions of Stout’s campus 
property are situated over what 
used to be a creek or under- 
ground spring. When construc- 
ting any building, a test is made 


to determine the compactness 
of the soil by means of a soil 
test. 

All soil testing is done by 
soil analysts from the Bureau 
of Engineering. Atruck drills into 
the ground, removing a core. 
From the soil layers, the weight 
per square foot the soil can 
support is determined by the com=- 
pactness, 


Piling is added to the base to 
provide a firmer base. I may 
either be a column of concrete 
or wood, similar to a telephone 
pole, driven into the ground to 
@ point where the soil layer is 
most solid, The depth that piling 
is driven into the ground varies 
from building to building and 
even from one corner to another 
on the same building. After these 
pilings are in, the building is

“ The team of examiners will 
give a recommendation to the 
North Central Commission which 
meets in August to make the actual 
accreditation, 

The North Central Association 
emphasizes that not every school 
is the same but rather examines 
how effective the school is in 
achieving the purposes it has set 
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out. to fulfill, This periodic ace 
creditation is actually an aid to 
the school. 

“We have every reason to bee 
lieve we will have no difficulty 
in renewing our accreditation,’’ 
said Dr, Swanson. “Any students 
questioned by examiners should 
merely answer honestly.”’

If students were to give any answer but the truth, the 

only ones that would be hurt would be the students. Sure, 
a good recommendation from an accredited school is a 
necessity in this oe and age, but is it comparable to the 
knowledge acquired? : 
.. The students attending this university are here to get 
the best education possible, not to be taught to be puppets. 
The studehts are here to think for themselves, not to be- 
come a slave to anyone. : 

The accreditation team is to examine how effective the 
school is fulfilling its purposes. And as Dr. Swanson says, 
“It forces the school to examine itself.” An effective exam- 
ination can only be made if the true picture is present and: 
in working order. 

Often an outside source can see faults and assets that 
those es Peer cannot see. Ideally the accreditation 
team should be able to come to our campus unannounced 


and find exactly what is functioning there. From that 
standpoint, the evaluation can be helpful. Necessary im- 
provements should be made to further the education of 
those students involved.

William J. Micheels, president 
of Stout, for action Wednesday 
morning. 

The trailers can be moved to 
one- of two available sites, One 
location- would be across from 
the Robert L. Pierce Memorial 
Library, The other site is just 
north of the modulux building 
which will .be used for class 
rooms. soon, 

Reasons for moving the trail- 
ers to the area north of the 
modulux are varied. - 

The deans of English, business 
administration, social science 
and distributive education will 


have offices there. Many of the 


faculty in the trailers involved 


are associated with these fields. 
Conference facilities would bé 
available for the faculty also. 

Student involvement is now 
necessary. Many students feel 
that the trailers located in the 
center of campus are aneyesore. 
If they. are moved, which can be 
accomplished soon, manpower 
will be needed to clear the area 
north of the modulux of all de- 
bris and rubbish. 

If the area is cleaned up by

* known to printers throughout the 


nation, started out as a block 
press, later was a hand press— 
the ‘‘pearl,’’ and now is a 70 
year old C&P Platen press. ‘‘You 


buy things second hand and keen, 


adding to it,’’ commented Why- 
dotski, 

Whydotski prints books, pam~- 
phlets and Christmas cards but 
only for himself, He tried two 
jobs commercially but said, ‘‘It 
takes the fun out of printing 
when you have to do another 
person’s ideas on your time.’’. 


Meeting ‘people is one of th» 


interesting aspects of printing. 
Whydotski is acquainted with var- 
ious printers in Minneapolis, La 


Crosse, Chicago, California, 
Washington, Maine, England and 
Germany. 


He once printed two of Aesop’s 
Fables. Lloyd Daley, a Latin 


scholar from the University Fy 


Per. isylvania, came across a copy 
and wrote to Whydotski. saying 
he had the wrong translation, 
Daley then sent the original Latin 
and his -correct translation. 
Whydotski is now printing Daley’ s 
translation, 

“IT always give credit to who- 
ever wrote something if I can,’’ 
said Whydotski. “Only once or 
twice have I been refused th. 
right to print. something I re- 
quested,’’ 

After finding something you 


Want to print and getting the OK, 


the next step is working out the 
design of layout. The type is then

Whydotski sets his type by hand.

ments. He also cuts his own 
linoleum. blocks—for ornaments 
and illustrations. 

After the work is printed it must 
be bound into a pamphlet or book. 
Fer pamphlets and Christmas 
cards this is done using a heavier 
cover sheet and sewn with thread. 
Wh,dotski makes his own hard 
bound books, 

Cover designs of decorated 
papers can be made with a starch 
paste similar to finger paint or a 
marbled effect can be achieved 
with boiled carrageen moss form- 
ing a mucilage over which colors 
mixed with ox gall are dropped. 
The colors do not mix but spread 
out into a bull’s eye formation 
over which a comb is pulled sev- 
eral times toproduce the marbled 
effect. Crumbled paper can be 
used to dab colors on sheets for 
mottled effects, Wood or linoleum 
blocks may also be used to print 
Sheets, ... ° 

The final task is giving the 
products away, Whydotski gener- 
ally prints a dozen or two hard 
bound books, His Christmas cards 
now number 350. He keeps the 
first five and number thirteen for 
himself, The remainder are given 
to friends or traded with other 
private press operators. 

Another hobby Whydotski has is 
collecting old books, His aim is to 
one day own a page of the original 
Gutenburg: Bible printed . in 1450. 
He now has works of two of 
Gutenburg’s pupils, Peter 
Schoeffer (1467) and Johann 
Amerbach (1491),

Over the past decade there 
has been incalculable changes 
in the relationship between facul- 
ty and students, and one wonders 
what the position will be within 
another decade. It is a fact that 
rapid changes have occurred in 
almost every section of our com- 
plicated society, but one fails to 
see why the relationship between 
the lighthouse and the ship should 
change so rapidly, taking it that 
the teacher is the good guide of 
the student. 

Some of us learned from our. 
elders that there was atime when 
a teacher was looked upon as a 
model in the community, but now 


as we look around us, we seethat 


in many cases he is regarded as 
just another citizen whom some 
remember only when he is seen 
leaving ‘‘dens of iniquity.’’ 
Formerly, too, although the 
teacher had much work to attend

In many 
cases teachers have become in- 
different to their work because 


“they are forced to pay too much . 


attention to other activities, This

There have also been changes 
in the personal standards of 


“teachers of today. Some people 


argue that quality is leaving the 
teachers; or rather he is leaving 
it. It is commonly accepted that 
even stupid, backward students 
(adjectives used with mental 
reservations) have a working 
knowledge of generally accepted 
standards for teachers, There- 
fore, when the teacher is seen to 
lapse, they lose respect for him. 
Respect has to be earned; it can= 
not be demanded, The ultimate 
result is that-the teacher-student 
relationship becomes weak,- A 
Simple and obvious example of 
this lies in the matter of dress. 

Innumerable changes have tak- 
en place in dress, which everyone 
knows has a certain impact on 
students.

These factors include a sound: 


liberal arts. program and art 
curriculum, a vast range of dis- 
ciplines, a spirit of cooperation, 
and a size which allows for the 
ease of interdepartmental 
lines, 


Lahti also presented his views 
on the general principles and 
problems of industrial designand 
discussed the importance and 
effectiveness of a truly inter-

Lahti feels that industrial de-

Research Leads To Library Program 


By Connie Mehls 

Perhaps thé most valuable, yet 
most confusing building on cam- 
pus is the library. At the present 
time confusion may stem from 
construction, But in the past, and 
no doubt in the future, many 
students’ confusion has been and 
will be the result of inadequate 
knowledge on how to use. the 
library. 

When confronted with a re- 
search paper or any other assign- 
ment that requires any amount 
of library work, students gener- 
ally consider it a large-scale, 
time-consuming and boring task, 
This fact has been observed for 
a number of years by Mrs. 
Beulah Howison of the Reference 
Department and other members 
of the library staff. 

During the 1967-68 school-year 
Mrs. Howison, together with Mrs. 
Susan Halverson in the Circula- 
tion -and Reference Department 
and Philip Schwarz in the Seriais 
Department, began a search for 
a way to-help students learn 
what resources are available in 
the library and how to use them. 

Since the Reference Depart- 
ment is able to help only one 
student at a time, a method was 
sought which would reach many 
more students, The original plan 
was to organize a sequence that 
could be studied individually. 
sequence would include: parts on 
using the card catalog, the Per- 
lodical Indexes, the basic refer- 
ence books, and a television tour 
of the library after construction 
is completed, 

To evaluate the sequence, itwas 


tested this year by. 80 students 
in several-English and speech 
classes and other volunteers, 
These students worked on parts 
of the sequence. and then took a 


the sequence in accordance with 
statements from the students, 
personal observations and anal- 
ysis of the test results. It was 
discovered that some students 
disliked the scrambled paging 
order, so the revised sequence 
will be available with consecu- 
tive paging order as well as the 
scrambled order. 

The revised sequence will in- 
clude parts on using reference 
books, books of quotations, Gran- 
ger’s Index to Poetry, the Essay 
and General Literature Index, 
Statistical Abstract of the U. S., 
the Almanac, and biographical 
dictionaries. The plan is designed, 
as a basic step toward a total 
program to introduce to univer- 
sity students library. books and 
services. Many of the skills 
learned in this basic program can 
be applied to other reference 
material. 

Hopefully, an entire packaged 
program will be available in the 
future. Besides the basic pro-
